Tifo  years  ago  the  United  States  Forest  Service,  mindful  of 
its  public  interest  well  as  its  purely  t©.©hnioal  forestry 
obligationsj  decided  to  help  restore  the  totem  poles  of 
Alaska  and  to  revive  the  art  of  totem  carving.  Sin©®  then 
several  native  Indians,  of  all  ag©a,  have  been  restoring 
totte  poles  which  were  rescued  from  ISie  overgiwm  and  abandoned 
Ihlinget  and  Hydah  Indian  tillages  of  yestei'year.  T,h©  younger 
men  work  under  the  direction  of  those  older  Indians  who  still 
retain  the  skill  of  totom  carving  and  the  secrets  of 
obtaining  pigments  from  native  rooks  and  soils.  And  so,  ones 
again,  such  famous  and  colorful  and  intricately  carvsd  totems 
as  til©  Sun  and  Raven  Pole,  tli@  B©av©r  Pol©,  th©  Ab©  Lincoln 
Pole,  and  th©  G-rizzly  Bear  Pole  stand  proudly’  under  AiaaJian 
skies  ill  honor  of  long-^dead  chieftains  and  the  ©Id  spirit  gods 
one©  worshiped  by  the  Indians,  And  th©  descendants  of  thos© 
earlier  Alaskan  Indians  not  only  ar©  doing  a great  work 
valuable  to  aeientists  and  students  and  of  unending  interest 
to  the  many  visitors  in  Alaska  ~ but  also,  are  helping-:, 
themselves  to  a fuller,  happier  life  through  the  rc-BVival  of  an 
almost  forgotten  art.  This,  after  all,  is  tfliat  the  ^’orest 
Service,  mindful  of  its  social  obligations  to  a forest  people, 
had  planned  when  the  project  started  two  years  ago.
